OTTAWA, March 8.—The oil 
situation in Canada will be aired 
sometime during the present ses- 
sion of parliament, with inde- 
pendent oil men urging the gov- 
ernment to enter on a definite 
Policy of maximum development 
of Canadian oil ficlds and the 
elimination of imported oil so far 
as is possible.

The slow approach and elaborate prelim- 
inaries whic} have matked the Balkan ad- 
venture are scmething new in the Nazi's war 
program.

Tl Duce’s assault upon Greece was a 
blunder, as well as a crime. It has involved 
Germany in a relief expedition the Fuehrer 
little wanted to undertake, and which may 
Yequire the diversion of enormous forces to 
a theatre jn which he cannot possibly win his 
war. He only launched the enterprise as a 
strategy of necessity, and in hope Greece | 
would bow to threat and make peace with 
the enemy it has beaten in the field. 

If--as it claims — Russia wants to pre- 
vent the “extension of the sphere of war” in 
that corner of Europe, it could do so yet by 
flatly announcing that it would back Turkey 
in fighting if Nazi troops cross the Greek 
border, Hitler's general staff would revolt 
if he called for a two-front wer, with full 


scale operations on both fronts.

A Permanent Industry 


It is good news that the plant established 
in Edmonton for repairing airplanes will 
soon be equipped to manufacture planes. | 
That when ready it will be turned to this use | 
may be supposed. This has been a reasonable 
assumption since the dimensions of the plant 
became known. That an establishment of | 
the size was planned for repair work only, | 
and with no thought of making it a 
producing concern, seemed d ubtful. The 
committee formed to advise on the deceniral- 
ization of war industries will as a matter of 
course examine the equipment and location 
from the production point of view, and it is 
to be hoped, recommend it as suitable for 
turning out new planes as well as assembl- 
ing parts and repairing machines. 

The importance of this prospect is not 
limited to war days and requirements, When 
peace returns air transport in Canada must 
develop, perhaps as remarkably as commer- 
cial highway transport has developed. 
Nowhere is the expansion likely to be more

Foresight Will Be Needed | 


A Government-owned company is to be 
incorporated at Ottawa, to build houses, or 
get houses built, to accommodate men en- 
gaged in war industries in centres where 
this is necessary. That it is urgently neces- 
sary at a good many centres where such 
industries have sprung into existence 
common knowledge. Private investrnent 
and enterprise have failed utterly to’ keep 
pace with the growing demand for living 
space created by the phenomena) rush of 
men and families to these areas. ‘The com- | 
pany is to be given $10,000,000 with which 
to start operations, but the expectation is 
it will need ten times that amount by the 
time all the plants get going at full speed. | 
That would imply the erection of 30,000 or 
more houses, or the equivalent in apartment 
buildings. 

This money will not be “spent.” It will 
be invested. If wisely invested the houses 
will be worth the cost, will bring a return | 
large enough to meet the maintenance and 
eatrying charges and to repay the outlay by 
the time the buildings are no longer required | 
or useful. This is one war expenditure that 
should cost nothing in the long But 
unless the project is well managed it may 
cost a good deal Permanent costly 
houses should not be put up to accommodate 
men working in an industry that has little or 
Bo prospect of continuing to operate after 
the war has ended.

This moves the production prob-| 
lem back another stage; and tools to make)

A peculiar condition of uncertainty is de- 
veloping in the Balkans where rumors fly so 
‘thick and fast that it is almost impossible to 
arrive at an understanding of the truth. 

There js a story abroad that Germany will 
attempt to invade Greece within a few hours. 
It may be true. Again, it may be an inven- 
tion of the Nazis to help Yugoslavia make up 
her mind about joining the Axis partnership. 

Having got herself braced for the blow, it 
is hardly likely that Germany can resist tak- 
ing some kind of a slap at that Hellenic 
gallantry that upset the Axis calculations so 
badly. 

But it is still highly doubtful that Greece 
is Hitler's chief objective in the Near East. 

In the first place, Turkey’s action in clos- 
ing the Dardanelles seems designed more to 
protect friendly territories adjacent to the 
Black Sea than to bring aid to Greece. 

In the second place, Russia’s annoyance 
over Bulgaria's Axis switch appears to in- 
dicate more personal apprehension than 
would seem to be justified by a mere loss of 
influence in the Balkans. 

In the third place, Hitler’s desperate effort 
to line up the Balkan states on his side ap- 
pears to forecast a more deadly purpose than 
a simple punitive expedition into Greece. 

In the fourth place, Hitler knows per- 
fectly well that if he engages his armies in a 
major struggle against the Greeks and the 
British in Salonika, nothing is more likely 
than that Russia will make another restless 
turn in her sleep and flounder an invasive 
shoulder over into a good-sized piece of
